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A polios officer recently transferred to the headquarters of the paramilitary 
polios ( "Hauptva rwaltung fdr Ausbildung" ) , who had served in the Ger man Ilavy 
during the 'tar, was told by Chief Inspector Heitsch that he is slated for an 
assignment as naval instructor. Heitsch added that the final decision on the 
organisation of naval training facilities would he reached before the end of 
January.* 

The Police College ( II Share Poliselsohule) of the GAI at Kochstedt was taken 
over in September 1949 and converted into an advanced training school for 
paramilitary officers.** Tho commandant of the school is ex-General Freytag 
(born about 1391), who was captured by Soviet forces in Cast Prussia in 1945 
and returned to Germany with several other former generals in 1949. His chief 
of staff is a former General Staff major named von ’fitzleben.
